DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Hampton legend Fernanda Niven was seen 
riding Hampton Subway between Southampton 
and Water Mill on Wednesday, wearing a 
sun-protecting blouse and slacks made by 
her firm Parasol, something at that moment 
which seemed unnecessary. Billionaire Mort 
- Zuckerman rode the Hampton Subway from 
East Hampton to Sag Harbor. He was carrying a 
softball and a baseball mitt. New Jersey governor 
Chris Christie was seen on the Hampton Subway 
at the Quogue station—he was here two weeks 
ago—this time wearing dark sunglasses as he 
waited to hail an eastbound train. His aides said 
he was at the Jersey Shore, but he wasn’t. 


ASSOCIATE COMMISSIONER RESIGNS 

The recently appointed associate commissioner 
Bob Spratt, who replaced popular associate 
commissioner Zephyr Teachout when she 


decided to run for governor three weeks ago, 
resigned to pursue “other interests” on Monday 
after the Commissioner discovered that Spratt 
had converted the rooftop of the Hampton 
Subway headquarters building in Hampton Bays 
into a personal private disco that included a hot 
tub, bar, video theater, water bed and a cadre of 
women from Uzbekistan.

COLESLAW THEFT INVESTIGATED 
Early Saturday, just as Labor Day weekend 
festivities were about to really get rolling, 
police were notified that the supply of coleslaw 
for the entire East End had been stolen. As 
has been true for many years, the East End 
receives its coleslaw supply from the Mid- 
Atlantic Cole Slaw Supply Depot (MACSSD), 
located in Elizabeth, New Jersey. The coleslaw 
is delivered in refrigerated tanker trucks to 
the Regional Cole Slaw Supply Depot (RCSSD) 
in Remsenburg early on Thursday mornings, 
although for holiday weekends when additional 
coleslaw supply is needed, the East End Cole 
Slaw Authority (EECSA) has overflow coleslaw 
storage capacity in Baiting Hollow. (This 
cooperative arrangement was worked out 
after the infamous walk-out by the Cabbage 
Cutters Union Local 692 that lasted from May to 
October, 1988 and shuttered the local coleslaw 
factories for good.) Local licensed coleslaw 
delivery services, arriving at the depots at 
5 am. on Saturday, were the first to notice 
that the coleslaw was gone. The consequences 
for local restaurants and delis, and their 
customers, were obviously devastating. An 
emergency shipment of replacement slaw from 
Buffalo was turned back at Ronkonkoma on 
Sunday when it was discovered that it had been 
made using Miracle Whip—which is illegal in 
Suffolk County. Many visitors were reduced 
to eating potato salad, which is universally 
agreed to be a poor substitute for coleslaw. The 
police determined that the coleslaw had been 
siphoned out of the storage tanks under cover 
of darkness sometime Friday night, but no 
further clues were found pertaining to the fate 
of the missing salad. Meanwhile, local officials 
reassured residents that coleslaw supplies 
would return to normal by Wednesday, and 
they called on the Cole Slaw Authority to step 
up security at both coleslaw depots. 


WHERE ARE THE PARTY PEOPLE? 

On Tuesday morning, police began receiving 
calls about “an ominous quiet” that appears 
to have descended upon the area. One person 
called in a panic to report that he “was able to 
walk across Route 27 in Amagansett without a 
Range Rover trying to run me over.”

ALM BEFORE THE STORM 

People say the East End this summer had 
the most beautiful weather ever. Temperatures 
have been in the 70s and 80s. Not only was there 
no day with temperatures over 100, there was 
only one day when the temperature reached 
90. Rain mostly came at night. We’d wake up to 
glistening foliage on the trees. The skies were 
sunny. 

Frankly, it scares me. We are now entering 
the heart of the hurricane season. So far, no 
hurricanes have come, there have been only 
a few rumblings in Africa, which is where they 
start from, and those entering into the Atlantic 
have been pathetic. I think we are being set up. 

Have you ever been out hiking in a forest at 
night and you saw a flash of two huge yellow 
eyes from behind a tree? That’s what I’m feeling. 

I’ve been following the news and the weather 
on the East End since 1960. We had a few good 
blows in the early years, hurricanes that came 
through. One hurricane | recall blew down all

But we recovered. 

Then there were changes in the weather. In 
1995, a tornado hit. We’ve had two since. Three 
years ago, we had an earthquake that shook 
and then emptied the Dan’s Papers building of 
all its employees, and less than a week later, 
Hurricane Irene hit. Two years ago, we had that 
monster, Sandy. I don’t know if you remember, 
but the year after Sandy, we had no hurricanes. 
Now this year, it’s doing it again. I don’t like it. 

Two weeks ago, the gods did send us a sign. 
In one 24-hour period, a trapdoor in the sky 
opened and a huge downpour inundated central 
Long Island. At Islip-McArthur Airport, nobody 
was hurt but 13.26 inches fell. This was more 
than the average rainfall here for all of June, 
July and August combined. All we got here that 
day, 50 miles away, was a little drizzle. 

Watch the skies. You’ve been warned. 


CYRIL’S POLKA SOLUTION 
People wonder why Cyril’s Fish House in 
Napeague has had its liquor license cancelled, 


Cyril’s Polka Party 


which will probably result in the place closing 
later this fall. Physically, the building is just 
the same as it always was. Other than two 
refrigeration units out back, both on wheels, 
there are no other new structures. 

Cyril’s was founded around 1990. It had been 
a bar and restaurant before that. But in 1984 the 
property was re-zoned residential, which meant 
that everything there prior was grandfathered 
in, but you could expand no more. 

Well, they haven’t. And they even shut down 
at 9 p.m. every weekday night, 10 on the 
weekend. What’s the problem? 

The State Liquor Authority cites a “complete 
disregard” of local zoning laws among the 
reasons they are pulling its license. But there 
is no new building, and other violations cited 
appear overblown to this reporter. What there 
is, however, is more and more people. There 
are hundreds of them and they sit outside at 
picnic tables, they wander around drinking 
Caribbean drinks, listening to Bob Marley and 
they hobnob with Cyril himself, a character of 
Irish descent who lives (Continued on page 22) 
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barefoot here in the summer 
and in the Caribbean island of 
Anguilla in the winter. Cyril’s 
is now the “it” location. 

The actual trouble, it seems, 
from a zoning point of view, is 
that before Cyril came, maybe 
60 people were at this bar at 
any one time. Now, because 
Cyril is such an interesting 
person, there are swarms 
of people. The truth is that 
during July and August on any 
Saturday in the early evening 
between 7 and 10, traffic on

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harpshooters Fail 


Deer Celebrate as Federal Shooters Are Driven Off After Limited Success 


BY DAN RATTINER 


ast February, federal sharpshooters came 

to eastern Long Island to kill 3,000 deer. 
The whole herd here is thought to be about 
15,000, and there are problems. The deer eat 
up vegetation and landscaping, they run into 
automobiles and cause accidents and they carry 
ticks, which cause Lyme disease in humans. 

There had been a lot of opinions about 
whether the sharpshooters should be brought 
in. Some people opposed the sharpshooters, 
saying they love the deer and want to shelter 
them, feed them and hug them. Others didn’t 
feel one way or another, but considered it 
nature’s way and nature should be let to take 
its course. Still others regretted the damaged 
vegetation, disease and accidents and wanted 
the deer killed, whether by poison, buckshot, 
bullets, landmines or bow and arrow. 

After it was decided the sharpshooters should 
come, they arrived here with their guns and 
trucks in high spirits, set bait to attract deer 
and remained until April, and it has now been 
revealed that they succeeded in killing only 192 
deer instead of the expected 3,000. 

All I can say is I saw this was going to happen. 
While they were here, I often encountered them 


at bars in local taverns, their guns leaning 
against the building outside, wallowing in their 
misery over drinks. The deer were too smart. 
They’d fire and miss. The deer would get away. 

Later, at the emergency room at the 
hospital—I was there with a friend who had a 
splinter in his finger—paramedics wheeled in a 
sharpshooter who had been badly mauled by a 
deer in Wainscott. His leg was in a tourniquet, 
his gun was across his ample stomach, and he 
was muttering to himself. 

And if that wasn’t bad enough, soon after, 


while we were still there waiting, another - 


sharpshooter came in with his arm in a sling, 
telling the nurse in triage that his injuries had 
come from the antlers of an outraged buck. 
Occasionally, I'd see—we’ve all seen—filthy 
sharpshooters standing by the side of the roads, 
their shoulders slumped forward, weapons 
pointed at the ground, and their thumbs out, 
looking for a ride back to somewhere up-island. 
Shooting deer is not what it used to be, 
apparently. One sharpshooter, who I came 
across while walking my dog along the beach 
in Quogue, was in tattered clothes, his weapon 
nowhere to be seen, and limping along with only 
one shoe on. When my little dog approached, 
wagging his tail, he burst into tears and ran off. 


And finally, when I was sitting in a waiting 
room, 10 minutes early to see my psychiatrist in 
Southampton, I overheard a patient inside—the 
doors are very thin—bitterly describing how a 
tawny young doe with flashing blue eyes and 
black eyelashes lured him into a box canyon, 
where he was pounced upon by at least a dozen 
male deer, who beat him unmercifully, took his 
ammo case and gun and stomped them into 
dust while he watched, tied up, unable to move. 

The failure of the sharpshooters was the 
subject of an article in Newsday on August 27. 
The Feds had released a report that said there 
had been human disturbances at baiting sites, 


‘bad weather, legal challenges, people walking 


through shooting sites and so forth and so on. 

“It wasn’t as successful as we hoped,” Joe 
Gergela of the Long Island Farm Bureau told 
Newsday, which reported the Bureau had gotten 
a $250,000 state grant to conduct the cull. 

The head of a group called Hunters for Deer, 
Michael Tessitore of East Quogue, said “it 
goes to show you, hunters are more effective 
and less costly than the federal sharpshooter 
program.” Noting the reasons given in the 
report, he declared it a “poor excuse.”

Motoring Club. The classic cars inside the 
garage provided the perfect backdrop as a 
history of horsepower, fine machinery and the 
men who drove them came roaring back to life. 

There was a time when the Hamptons, 
Bridgehampton specifically, was a hot spot 
for auto racing in the United States. Back in 
1915, Stanley Brown of East Hampton won the 
first recorded race, which started and ended 
on Main Street in Bridgehampton and took a 
course through dirt roads around the potato 
fields. Cars at that time were stripped-down 
touring cars or roadsters, and were raced by 
locals in contests that lasted until about 1920. 

After a 29-year hiatus, racing resumed on June 
11, 1949 when 15,000 spectators showed up in 
Bridgehampton for what was the second largest 
postwar racing event at the time in the USS. 
Over the years people would come to hear the 
MGs, Ferraris, BMWs, Chryslers, Jaguars and 
Cadillacs competing to win the Bridgehampton 
Cup, the Mecox Trophy, the Hamptons Cup and 
others, with all of the racing taking place on 
public roads. 

In 1953, things changed. “CAR HITS 3 
SPECTATORS, ROAD RACE IS CANCELED” 
screamed a May 24 headline in The New York 
Herald Tribune, and races on public roads came 
to an end. But within a few years, 600 acres had 
been purchased east of Millstone Road and the 
first Bridgehampton Racing Circuit event was 
held on August 28 and 29, 1957. Racing was 
back. Eventually, even NASCAR showed up— 
Richard Petty raced at Bridgehampton in 1963 
and 1964, finishing first and 13th, respectively. 
Over time, the racing once more subsided, but 
the Tour d’Hamptons will revive the spirit that 
drove so many fans and race participants for 
so long. 

In addition to an event for car drivers 
themselves, “we also intend a partnership with 
a major auction company to heighten interest 
in this event and to attract collectors and 
enthusiasts from all over. The day will finish 
with a Great Gatsby-style cocktail party set in 
an elegant atmosphere representative of the 
Hamptons,” Edelman says. 

“The races and industries on Long Island 
had a far-reaching impact on the development 
of American automobiles and parkways. Next 
year, Dan’s Papers and AVENUE on the Beach will 
celebrate this storied history,” Edelman adds, 
looking ahead to the day the Tour d’Hamptons 
“will reignite a passion and shine a light on 
this little known piece of East End and 
American lore.”

There’s Another World Just an Hour from Montauk’s Viking Dock

here are two familiar ways to get off eastern 
Long Island by ferry. One is the Cross Sound 
Ferry that runs from Orient to New London. The 
other is the Bridgeport-Port Jefferson ferry that 
runs between those two places. 

But did you know there is a third way off the 
island by ferry, not just to the familiar southern 
coast of Connecticut but to a place that is a 
completely different world, a fairytale, a place 
as exotic as Connecticut is plain? It takes just 


Some people sleep through the return. It’s a 
full, fantastic day they’ve had. You should have 
it, too. 

The first thing you do when you get there is 
arrange your transportation. The island is very 
small and you can rent a bicycle or moped or 
car at the dock. Or you can take a tour by taxi. 

The rolling hills on the island, mostly farms 


or fields, are bordered by three-foot-high stone © 


walls to separate neighbor from neighbor. 
People compare it to Ireland or Scotland. The 
wind blows.

feature wrap-around porches for dining, and 
you can spend the night. (The only thing 
comparable on the East End is the Chequit Inn 
on Shelter Island.) 

In 1969, ten years after I founded Dan’s 
Papers, a friend of mine who owned a charter 
airline and advertised with us told me he 
wanted to put an ad in a newspaper on Block 
Island because he often took people there. But 
there wasn’t one. “If you’ll put a newspaper on 
Block Island,” he told me, “Ill put an ad in it.” 

The first edition of the Block Island Times,

Block Island is three-by-four 
miles of rolling, windswept hills 
and was settled around 1650, about 
the same time as our old East 
End towns were.

And to come home you re-board this ship and 
leave at 5.

y aunt and I sat overlooking her lovely 
yard, so large and lush that you could 
almost forget Route 25 was right outside her 
driveway.

since there was no 
need to pay attention 
to the terrain. My head 
was always in a book

From that distance, the 
sparse leaves were pale green dots, pastel 
confetti in a sea of brown. 

“lve met them. They’re starting a vineyard. 
He works in the city and she’s very nice. From 
Germany. Her family had vineyards there. She 
was very excited when she met grandma. You 
know, when she heard her accent.” 

“What accent?” I said dryly. My grandmother 
spoke perfect English but had never lost her 
French accent. Most people found her difficult 


to understand. My aunt slapped me lightly on 
the shoulder. 

“Well, they make themselves understood. 
They’ve shared stories of their European 
childhoods. Grandma knows a lot more about 
her than I do. But they are very nice and I know 
they wouldn’t mind if you walk there. They’ve 
told grandma she can even walk the dog in the 
vineyard!” 

“So they actually make wine over there? Can 
you do that?” I was baffled by this news and 
felt disconcerted by the change. Although my 
aunt’s house was always under renovation and 
her yard a dynamic landscape, I had thought 
of the earth itself. as something immutable and 
constant. 

“It will be a few years before they get grapes 
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they can use for wine. But that is their plan. 
That’s what a vineyard does...make wine. And 
just beyond the copse of trees, they are putting 
up a barn-like building where they will do 
all their fermenting. And eventually they will 
add a tasting room and a restaurant and an 
events center.” My aunt waved her glass toward 
their property in good cheer. The next time | 
returned, she’d be drinking her neighbor’s wine 
and eating their sausage. 

“They must be very optimistic Europeans.” 
I was starting to feel the dizzying effects of 
the wine and the sun and the whirl of things 
changing at a pace I couldn’t match. Only a 
week ago, | was a wife with plans devised by her 
husband and a vague longing for children and 
all the things that duty inspired. It-was only one 
honeymoon ago that I could visit my aunt and 
walk through potato fields filled with dreams. 

“What’s that supposed to mean?” My aunt 
asked handing me a bottle. of water from the 
cooler. | responded with a shrug and she sighed 
knowingly. “It’s been a aig week for you, 
Sweety.” 

“I mean, just because you can grow grapes 
in Germany doesn’t mean you can grow them 
here. Surely the soil is different and...and...the 
climate. You can’t force things to grow where 
they’re not supposed to.” People were forced 
all the time—forced to do things and forced to 


-not do things. People were forced from their 


homes, forced to speak a language they didn’t" 
know, forced to sign papers they didn’t want to 

sign. Michael cried as he signed his name to the 

documents that ended our marriage. I hadn’t 

left him any choice. But nature, well, that was 

different. Nature should not be forced. 

“Apparently, Long Island does have the proper 
soil and climate. They are not the first to start a 
vineyard here. There are several others further 
out East. They know what they are doing.” She 
patted my hand reassuringly. 

“I sure hope so. It sounds like a crazy idea 
to me. And now | can’t walk because I might 
damage a vine or step on their grapes. They 
might send their dogs out to attack me or 
something.” | had the urge to move, to get to 
some future place where things would begin 
anew—things that were just mine. 

“I’ve told you, you can walk! Go. Now. | insist. 
It will help you clear your head. Take some 
water with you and when you get back, I’ll have 
lunch made.” | felt her foot press lightly at my 
backside. 

As I neared the vineyard, I understood how 
the orderly rows of plants could be soothing. 
I saw at a glance how the earth was much 
improved with something green and fruitful 
growing.

This Week’s Cover Artist:

_ As we enter the post-Labor 
Day season on the East 
End, this week’s cover, 
“Immersion Into Stillness,” 
evokes what many of us have 
been waiting for—a moment 
of peaceful solitude. Painted 
by Englishman Peregrine 
Heathcote, the image of a 
- female looking out toward 

a lighthouse captures the 
viewer and leaves us with an open-ended 
narrative. Heathcote discusses his inspiration 
and life as an artist. 


There is a marked element of nostalgia in this 
cover—is that something that runs through all 
of your work? 

I love many things about the world we live 
in today, but I also have fond memories of my 
childhood when | traveled with my parents 
through exciting foreign airports and train 
stations, going on holiday adventures to 
the desert or the mountains before | started 
boarding school. 


How do you make the fabrics seem so real, 
almost tangible? 

I have a garage full of clothes and a props 
cupboard full of interesting objects and fabrics 
that I use for my paintings. Before I embark ona 
new series of work I often put out a casting call 
via an agency to find the new models. I’ve had 
1,304 applicants so far—as they say, many are 
called, few are chosen! We then work together 
on poses and ideas and role-play the various 
scenarios for the paintings. My mother had a 
real eye for elegance and beauty and worked in 
the world of fashion, and I suppose she instilled 
in me the benefits of concentrating on the 
fabrics in a scene. 


The stretch of water I’ve been 
inspired by in this piece is Lake 
Huron and on the horizon is the 
Round Island Lighthouse. 


When did you first know you wanted to be 
an artist? 

I was about 12 years old at boarding school 
and had a great art teacher called Jenny 
Trussel—she totally inspired all her students, 
and | think from about that age onwards my 
love of drawing, painting and messing around 
in the art department blossomed. 


Your work has been referred to as having 
a Cinecolor palette, and certainly here in 
“Immersion Into Stillness” there is a sense of 
drama. Are you an avid film viewer? 

I love watching old films, period mini dramas, 
discovering new directors and actors. It’s often 
a shame to see the majority of TV networks 
schedule content based on projected or past 
viewing figures and not originality, but that’s the 
beauty of having so many channels and multi- 
media streaming, you can just keep looking! 


What ___s projects 
working on? 

I am working on a large piece at 
the moment that will form part of a mini 
show I am sending to ArtToronto in October. 
I undertake commissions as well, so between 
now and then I will be finishing a few 
of those.

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Dale & Bette’s farmstand next to Bay Burger in Sag Harbor 


Recently I went out to dinner with some 
local farmers. It lent a new perspective. I met 
Bette Lacina and Dale Haubrich from Dale & 
Bette’s Farm in Sag Harbor at Fresh Hamptons 
in Bridgehampton. Fresh is just down the © 
Sag-Bridge Turnpike from Dale and Bette’s 
organic farm, and the farm provides a lot of the 
“local” on the restaurant’s menu—“about 90%,” 
they said. 

This week that bounty included collard 
greens, potatoes, kale, five kinds of summer 
squash (zucchini, green and yellow patty 
pan, Zephyr and crookneck), leeks, tomatoes 
(cherry, heirloom, plum and slicing), garlic, 


. thyme, fennel, beans (string and fava), carrots, 


chard, corn, peppers, scallions, lambs quarters, 
cilantro, purslane, amaranth, edamame and 
epazote. Dale noted “We just delivered the 
last 40 pounds of fava beans to the Topping 
Rose House in Bridgehampton.” I’ve long 
been amazed by the amount of produce these 
farmers bring to the Sag Harbor Farmers Market 
on Saturday mornings. Now I’m completely 
overwhelmed by how much they wring from 
their small property! Dale and Bette also supply 
Dockside Bar & Grill in Sag Harbor Village. 

I had the Vegan Coconut Corn Chowder with 
peppers, scallions and cilantro and the Pan- 
Seared Local Day Boat Porgie with epazote and 
chili lime beurre blanc with wild spinach (amb’s 
quarters) and crisp corn polenta. I adore Dale 
and Bette’s corn—it’s so sweet and delicate 
AND it’s the rare corn that is raised organically. 
The corn chowder did not disappoint and the 
fish was a tender, tasty delight. Epazote is 
overtaking my herb bed right now but I doubt 
that I could work magic like Chef Todd Jacobs 
does with his local porgie. I didn’t really pay 
much attention to what my farmer friends were 
eating. There was a whole chicken and a bunch 
of vegetable sides. They shared their food 
around. An interesting concept. 

Dale and Bette were accompanied by their 
friend and farmhand Edwin. He’s a small guy 
but can really pack the food away—as well he 
should. He’s a hard worker. This put me in mind 
of a phenomenon that I recently read about in 
a farm cookbook—eating five meals a day. It 
made me wonder—briefly—if I'd like to work 
that hard. 

I asked Dale what the meals were called when 
he was growing up on a farm out West. He said 
there was breakfast at 6 a.m., dinner at noon, 
supper at 6 p.m. In between those meals was 
“just a sandwich or a snack.” But did those 
smaller meals have a name? “Morning lunch 
and afternoon lunch.” | love it! ga

In the 1920s, a small car

ever written. This article pays homage to the 

spirit of the Jordan ads, written when print 

advertising was king, and the headline of one of 

their most famous ads read, “Somewhere West 
of Laramie.” 

Somewhere west of Montauk there is 
a Porsche, or a Miata or a Corvette or a 
vintage MG, being driven through flashes of 
early morning sunlight poking through the 
hundreds of tree branches that line the back 
roads of Bridgehampton. The secret roads of 
Bridgehampton are known not only for their 
beauty but also for the ghosts that watch over 
them—the ghosts of the Bridgehampton race 
track. Take a ride there, obey the speed limits, 
but know that the greatest cars ever made, 
driven by some of the best car pilots ever born, 
have driven these same roads in the past, at 
impossible speeds, around the same curves 
you are driving. 

Somewhere west of Montauk, there is a large 


green box of a vehicle built by the Prevost Bus 
Company of Canada sailing along the road, 
carrying dreamers from the city out to the 
Hamptons. The Hampton Jitney has been doing 
this for decades in competition for passengers 
with the Long Island Railroad. Whereas the 
diesel-electric LIRR trains are all business, the 
Jitney is a lot like the jolly “Thomas the Tank 
Engine,” a friendly green hulk of a machine that 
says hello to everyone on the road. Powered 
by a 450-horsepower diesel engine, this gentle 
giant of the Hamptons’ highway is as much a 
part of the East End as the sea breeze.

Army Corp of 
Engineers Will Study 
Elevating Dune Road 


HAMPTON BAYS: Responding 

to the pleas of many Hamptons 
elected officials, the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers will study the 
feasibiity of raising Dune Road 
in Hampton Bays, Quogue and 
Westhampton Beach to protect it 
from flooding and overwashes, 
ensuring it is passable during 
emergencies and for 

everyday use. 

This environmental, economic 
and engineering assessment will 
be conducted as part of the Fire 
Island to Montauk Point plan. 
Called FIMP, the plan is intended 
to reduce storm damage across 
Long Island. The addition of Dune 
Road to the study was advocated 
by U.S. Representative Tim 
Bishop, of Southampton, NYS 
Senator Kenneth LaValle, of Port 
Jefferson, Southampton Town 
Supervisor Anna Throne-Holst, 
and village mayors as well. 


Carl Darenberg, 64 


MONTAUK: Carl Darenberg, 64, a Montauk fixture who owned 
Montauk Marine Basin, was discovered dead floating in Montauk 
Harbor near Uihlein’s Marine at 9:40 a.m. on Monday morning. 

The Montauk community was devastated by the loss, with dozens 
taking to Facebook to post condolences and tributes. Many reflected on 
Darenberg’s larger-than-life presence in the close-knit community, as he 
was both the life of every party and the nicest guy many had ever met. 

“Carl was one of the most supportive people for live music and I will 
miss his smiling face and twirling silver streak of hair on the dance 
floor deeply,” posted local musician Nancy Atlas. “Much respect and 
sympathy to his entire family, which is basically all of Montauk.” 

- “You were the most generous, loving, and real human being that | 
have met in a long time,” posted Lola Snow of Montauk’s Lola’s tattoos. 

“Carl was the unofficial mayor of our sister to the east and a big 
supporter of our own Chamber,” said the Amagansett Chamber. “He 
was a gentleman and a fun loving soul who will be missed...” 

“If ever there was a man who epitomized “joie de vivre” it was my 
friend Carl,” posted Paul Monte. 

Atlas also noted, “I can’t shake the feeling that the sudden and 
shocking death of our unofficial Mayor, Mr. Montauk, Carl Darenberg is 
somehow tied in with the death of Old Montauk.” She reflected on how 
the community has changed but vowed to take up Darenberg’s fight for 
Old Montauk. “Do you hear me Old Montauk? You are worth fighting for 
because life is fleeting...1 do hope to have a few more years here and I 
can surely represent and protect what is beautiful about it... Just like 
Carl did.” 

Visitation is Thurs., Sept. 4, at Yardley & Pino Funeral Home in East 
Hampton from 2-4 p.m. and 7-9 p.m. The funeral will be Fri., Sept. 5. 


“Archie” Illustrator 
Stan Goldberg, 82

Lenz Winery: Peconiec’s Picturesque Vineyard

or nearly 40 years, Lenz Winery in Peconic 
has been producing quality wines for satisfied 
customers all across the East End. 

Lenz wine is Long Island grown, bottled and 
labeled, and almost everything is done in-house. The 
winery is the second-oldest on Long Island, though 
it changed hands to the Carroll family in 1988, ten 
years after its establishment by the Lenz family. The 
tasting room is open year-round, seven days a week, 
and also carries a selection of artisanal jams, cheeses 
and other foods. It’s decorated with large, intricate 
displays of chalk art (redrawn monthly by a local 
artist) and displays a number of sculptures and wall- 
mounted art pieces created through an art therapy 
program for the disabled. 

Tasting room manager Jerol Bailey guided me 
through a range of Lenz’s most popular wines, 
starting with the 2009 Gewiirztraminer. This variety, 
which is not usually grown on Long Island, is an 
Alsace-inspired wine that is fermented dry. Because 
it has had time to sit, it has a fruit-forward, gingery 
taste and body—it’s crisp and dry without losing any 
of that powerful flavor. Bailey recommends pairing 
this vintage with “Thai food, Mexican food, anything 
bold and spicy.” 

Next up was the 2010 Cuvee, a sparkling wine 
made from 100% pinot noir grapes. It has been 
aged for four years and is classified as “extra brut,” 
which explains its thorough dryness. It tingled going 
down, leaving the palate craving another sip. Lenz 


maintains a “sparkling cellar,” and often aids other 
wineries in developing sparkling wines. 

This soon gave way to the 2007 Old Vines Cabernet 
Sauvignon. Bailey told me that cabernet is often 
“the last grape to ripen, so in cool years it doesn’t 
reach its full potential”—but the 2007 harvest was 
“spectacular,” leading to an extra-ripe, full-bodied 
wine with a velvety mouthfeel. This ripeness carried 
over to the 2008 Estate Selection Merlot, which 
featured an array of black fruit flavors and a heavy 
fruit scent while still remaining pleasantly light. 

Tete-a-Tete, a white blend of Gewiirztraminer and 
pinot gris, proved to be light and refreshing— 
perhaps the most thirst-quenching of the bunch. 
Its decorative label, designed by in-house artist Pat 
Olstad, gave some indication of the satisfying drink 
inside the bottle. 

I finished out my tasting with a few sips of the 2007 
Old Vines Merlot, which has an interesting history. 
This wine, made with fruit from the oldest vines at 
Lenz, is equivalent in taste and body to Chateau 
Petrus, the famous (and famously pricey) Bordeaux 
from southern France. The winery has conducted a 
number of comparative blind tastings over the years, 
and, with its cherry and plum notes and smooth, long 
finish, the Old Vines Merlot is consistently a favorite 
among wine connoisseurs. In fact, New York Times 
critic Richard Jay Scholem wrote in 1998 that Lenz 
wines “equal or surpass” French superstars. 

Lenz hosts a wide range of events throughout the 
year, including its popular Merlot Classic. Celebrating 
its 25th anniversary on September 13, the Merlot

Classic features a selection of fine merlots from all 
over the world. 

The Subscriber Program, Lenz’s wine club, 
offers many special privileges and discounts, 
including reduced costs at Lenz-sponsored events, 
quarterly shipments of subscriber-picked wines, 
complimentary tastings, access to rare Old Vines 
vintages and even the use of the Lenz Guest Cottage, 
a farmhouse located in the winery’s courtyard. 
The program, as a group of excited patrons noted, 
is “well worth it—you get access to wines no one 
else has even tried!” But even if you’re not a Lenz 
subscriber, the trip up to the North Fork is worth it 
for the enchanting wines behind the counter. @@.

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Montauk Seafood Festival Returns Sept. 13 & 14

he second annual Montauk Seafood Festival is 

coming to The End’s shores, running from noon 
to 5 p.m. on September 13 and 14. The popular event 
is likely to be going strong for years to come, but 
don’t miss this year’s culinary showcase and social 
gathering. 

“This is finally the event that’s supposed to be 
in Montauk,” says Laura Mastandrea, Director of 
the Montauk Seafood Festival. “The time has come 
for this to happen again, and it'll be a longstanding 
event.” 

When they presented the first annual Montauk 
Seafood Festival last September, the Kiwanis Club of 
East Hampton and Montauk Friends of Erin hoped 
to make the weekend-long event a recurring one. 
Now their wishes have been granted, along with the 
wishes of the many satisfied festival goers. 

Mastandrea’s confidence in the event is backed 
up by figures. Mastandrea says that the Montauk 
Police Department estimated 7,000 attendees on 
Saturday alone during the first year of the festival. 
She anticipates many more this time around. 

“We are excited. The buzz is out there,” Mastandrea 
says. “We've had a lot of calls from people who are 
coming in by boat. Now the word is spreading 
outside of the South Fork.” 

The inaugural festival was such a success that 
it’s coming back twice as big as before. Mastandrea 
notes that the presenters are happily expanding the 
physical presence of the festival in its second year. 


The festival presenters are providing free ferry 
rides between the two large tents which will be set 
up at the Montauk Marine Basin, although walking 
off a large meal with a stroll between the tents is 
also an option for attendees. Last year, the festival 
had just one main area for its many attractions, 
but Mastandrea says increased demand meant that 
expansion was necessary. 

Mastandrea adds that there will be children’s 
events, live music, tropical drinks and, of course, 
local seafood to enjoy. 

Some of the family-friendly activities include a 
“snapper derby” and a Q&A session with local fishing 
legends. 

The bands Remember September and the 3B’s will 
be reprising their musical performances, along with 
the groups Hopefully Forgiven and Liquid Phase. 

Montauk Brewing Company, Pindar/Duckwalk 
Winery and the nearby Lynn’s Hula Hut will provide 
beverages throughout the day. 

Last fall, the festival sold out of tuna tartare 
wontons—twice. Lobster burgers and seafood 
crepes were also favorites and they will be returning 
in mouthwatering ways this year. Local chefs will 
also show off their chops with new creations—such 
as delicacies made with octopus. 

The chance to sample so many seafood options in 
one place is priceless, yet admission, parking and the 
ferry service are all free to the public. 

Furthermore, the proceeds from festival sales are 
collected by the presenters and used to fund more 
local events and charities.

the grave for an annual celebration. The riotous 
performance of “When You’re An Addams,” will have 
you clapping, singing and laughing along with the 
talented cast. 

Uncle Fester, Gomez’s portly, bald brother, acts 
as a narrator of sorts. He mischievously denies the 
ghosts re-entry into the underworld, beseeching 
them to help Wednesday Addams and her fiancé 
Lucas Beineke. Wednesday and Lucas want to get 
married but are terrified to tell their parents. Jen 
Fogarty as Wednesday Addams is a delight in every 
way, and | was pleasantly surprised by Fogarty’s 
clear, powerfully controlled voice. Wednesday 
confesses to us that her love for Lucas has her 
“Pulled” in a new direction. 

The Addams’ find themselves entertaining Lucas’s 
parents for dinner, and Wednesday begs them to 
behave for “One Normal Night.” Most of the family 
members fail miserably (and hysterically.) Matthew 
Quinn as the tall, silent Lurch is uproariously funny, 
Amanda Bruton plays a perfect version of the 
disgustingly funny Grandma Addams and Ethan 
Eisenberg as Pugsley is oddly charming. 

At dinner, the family and the Beinekes play “Full 
Disclosure.” Whoever drinks from the Addams 
Family Chalice must divulge a secret. Gomez and 
Wednesday try but fail to keep her engagement to 
Lucas a secret, sending Morticia into a fit because 
she cannot bear to be deceived, especially by her 
husband. Fester lightens the mood by declaring that 
he is in love with the moon. Pugsley inadvertently 
poisons Alice Beineke with a potion meant to bring 
out your bad side, which he had intended for 
Wednesday to drink. 

After the disastrous dinner, the Beinekes attempt 
to leave, but Fester calls upon the ancestors to 
create a storm strong enough to force the Beinekes 
to stay the night. Gomez and Wednesday share a 
touching father-daughter moment in “Happy Sad,” 
where Gomez realizes his decidedly odd daughter 
has grown into a woman in love. 

Wednesday and Lucas may have had their first 
fight, but they won’t give up on love. In “Crazier Than 
You,” Lucas lets Wednesday fire her crossbow— 
while blindfolded—at an apple perched on his head, 
as a show of trust. (Thank goodness Wednesday is a 
good shot!) Gomez and Morticia sizzle in the “Tango 
De Amor” and the duo reignite their passion for each 
other and promise to never again keep secrets. 

With appearances by the hand Thing and hairy 
Cousin It, The Addams Family is everything you 
expect—tunny, entertaining and a little gross at 
times. But in the end, love conquers all. ga

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Martha Weinman Lear’s New Memoir

early three years ago, writer Martha Weinman 
Lear was fighting for her life. 

It began with a discordant feeling in her chest, 
followed by nausea, then vomiting. It ended with the 
diagnosis of a heart attack. 

“Clutching the chest, the look of anguish. Then 
the collapse. In the medical trade they call it the 
‘Hollywood Heart Attack.’ It’s how most of us think 
about it across the board,” Lear says. “It’s certainly 
amazing how little we know about hearts, heart 
disease and about the gender differences.” 

Lear was admitted to the hospital for tests 
and observation. She remembers now, “A nurse 
practitioner came into my room and gave me a 
tutorial about women’s heart attacks. She stood at 
the foot of my bed and said, ‘In a woman, anything 
from here—’ she put her hand below her nose, ‘to 
here—’ her other hand below her belly, ‘—anything 
could be a symptom of a heart attack.’ ‘That’s a hell 
of a lot of territory,’ | said.” 


Her new memoir, “Echoes of 
Heartsounds,” chronicles her 
hospitalization and “putting the 
ghosts to rest,” she says. 


Of the experience Lear tells me, “I found myself 
in the same hospital where Hal [her late husband] 
had trained, had been a working doctor and on a 
dime switched roles and became a patient after 
his first heart attack, and where he ultimately died. 


And there I am, in the same coronary unit, with 
the same cardiologist, and married to another 
husband whom | love dearly. Now this husband is 
wheeling me in my wheelchair through the same 
corridors where I wheeled Hal in his. The ghosts 
were surrounding me.” 

After recovering from such trauma, for many 
the story would end there. But for Lear, a career 
author, journalist, and former staff writer for 
The New York Times Magazine, it was just the 
beginning. 

Her new memoir, Echoes of Heartsounds (Open 
Road Media), chronicles her hospitalization and 
“putting the ghosts to rest,” as she says. The book 
is a resonant and moving exploration of the pain of 
the heart, both physical and emotional. 

In 1981, Lear’s first memoir, Heartsounds (reissued 
as an e-book by Open Road Media), was published 
and became a bestseller. An account of her life with 
her late husband, Harold Alexander Lear (Hal for 
short), and the ordeal of losing him after a series of 
heart attacks, the book was adapted into a Peabody 
Award-winning film of the same title starring the late 
James Garner as Hal and Mary Tyler Moore as Lear. I 
ask her if it was punishing to call up those memories 
for Echoes. 

“I had a difficult time the first couple years of 
widowhood. It was terribly painful. When I got 
beyond that sufficiently to think about writing— 
because for a couple of years | couldn’t, not a 
word—I thought to write about what it is to make 
one’s way through that kind of mourning and come 
back to life again. It seemed to me to be very much 
a part of this story now—how I came to write Echoes 
of Heartsounds would not have happened without 
Heartsounds. 

“I think everyone who has loved and loses—

through the death of the loved one—I think everyone 
finds that, what in the beginning is indescribable 
pain, in the fullness of time becomes bittersweet. 
You never forget completely and why would you 
want to? The pain becomes, in part, nostalgic and the 
memory becomes very dear.” 

Lear lives with her husband, screenwriter Albert 
Ruben, in Manhattan during the winter but they 
spend their summers in East Hampton. “I’ve always 
been a beach baby,” she says. “I never feel as good 
as when | get to my ocean and salt air. This is our 
fifth summer and they have just been wonderful, 
wonderful summers.” She pauses. “It’s so dismaying 
and it seems to get worse every summer, how 
quickly it passes. I just want it to last.” gm

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Vultures, Vultures, Who’s Got the Culture?

Engaging fiction usually offers 
the side pleasure of learning 
little-known lore (glove making 
in Phillip Roth’s American 
Pastoral, the uses of oil from 
sperm whales in Moby Dick). 
In this regard, Lisa King’s new 
murder mystery Vulture Au 
Vin (The Permanent Press) 
more than delivers. Vulture Au 

: Vin may be the go-to book for 
the infest on wines—and what elegant yet simple

‘dishes go best with them. No surprise, then, to learn 


that the author has been a writer and editor for high- 
end food and wine magazines, or that her first book 
was Called Death in a Wine Dark Sea (nods to Homer, 
of course). No Roth or Melville, King nonetheless 


- presents an amiable, entertaining California-based 


narrative that may cause readers to jot down some 
of the dinners described here. Let it also be said that 
this story about murder and stolen art contains a 
mini-dissertation or two on historic Chinese artifacts, 
and a lesson for those not as grammatically correct 
as the heroine—or author (this is one of the few 
books I’ve read where the word “comprise” is used 
accurately). Indeed, the heroine even corrects her 
boyfriend (not in bed, but close), telling him he can’t 
use “like” to introduce a clause. 


Complexity might also 

describe the plot of “Vulture Au Vin,” 
which moves along with 

good humor... 


Though Vulture Au Vin is King’s second mystery 
featuring 33-year-old Jean Applequist (she'll obviously 
be back), there is enough brief reference for a new 
reader to catch up and enough summaries here to 
keep track of accumulating murders and complicated 
relationships. At one point, with three people already 
dead, everyone (except for Jean) is a suspect. Good- 
looking, smart, strong-willed and outspoken, Jean 


is a likeable protagonist. Unapologetic about her 


desire and need to be bedded (she sleeps around a 
bit), she doesn’t confuse lust with love. Her longtime 
boyfriend, Zeppo, eight years her junior, is terrific— 
they care deeply for each one and have fun invoking 
dialogue from noir books and movies that seem to 
suit various occasions. But, on assignment and away 
from him, how can she resist the blandishments 
of older, handsome Yuan, smooth as a Chateau 
d’Yquem? As she says to her disapproving gay pal, 
the gorgeous Roman Villalobos, expert in martial arts 
and friend of Zeppo, Zeppo is still her favorite man, 
but he “just doesn’t happen to be here, and I’m under 
a lot of stress.” [Would a guy private investigator 
have to explain?] 

Jean, a no-nonsense lady with gals and guys, is an 
advocate of gay people, and Vulture is supportive 


‘of the wider LGBT community. Little does Jean 


know, though, that a plum assignment to write up a 
historic wine tasting at a spectacular estate (Phoenix 
Gardens in Southern California) is due primarily not 
to her reputation as a wine reporter but because 
the wealthy and powerful host (Theodore Lyon, “oil 
billionaire and wine collector extraordinaire”) wants 
her to seduce his unmarried son, Bernie, a charming 
wannabe film maker. He’s heard that Jean, um, sleeps 
around a bit. Ted, however, is unaware that his son is 
gay. Jean takes Roman with her to Phoenix Gardens 
and intuits immediately how well he and Bernie will 
get along. 

Jean finds quite a bit at the estate by way of dead 
bodies (vultures are the telltale sign). Ted orders 


her to say nothing—neither about a 
mysterious murder that took place in 
the area a couple of months earlier, 
nor about the death of the old woman 
who lived nearby and hated him. 
Among the goodies in Ted’s cellar, 
by the way, is a 1996 Domaine de 
la Romanée-Conti La Tache [Grand 
Cru],”a rare red Burgundy that would 
go for at least $1,500 at auction. Less- 
heeled readers might take comfort in 
the 2012 Merry Edwards Sauvignon 
Jean enjoys, a perfect complement to 
the bleu cheese, roasted pears and 
candied walnut spinach salad. And 
oh, those Sauternes (“the depth, the 
flavor, the complexity”). 

Complexity might also describe the 


plot of Vulture Au Vin, which moves 
along with good humor, evocative 
landscape descriptions of a beautiful 
region continually threatened by 
wild fires and.even ambivalent social 
commentary: Jean sees the poverty 
of the area off Interstate 15 and how 
“appalling” it is, After Jean figures 
out how three apparently unrelated 
deaths are linked and some baddies 
are identified, the case would seem 
closed, but how can that be? The 
book’s got halfway to go. And so 
the narrative takes some interesting 
turns—revealing subplots that flesh 
out the private lives of a diverse 
and distinctive bunch of secondary 
characters. Good fun. @

LAST DAYS IN VIETNAM 

Last Days in Vietnam, despite the fact that it 
documents events that happened almost 50 years 
ago, might turn out to be a timely film—given the 
way that events are transpiring in Iraq. Like Iraq, 
South Vietnam was a country in name only, a fiction 
that the U.S. government clung to so it could claim 
a shred of victory in southeast Asia, pretend it had 
defeated the communists, and justify the loss of 
tens of thousands of U.S. soldiers (not to mention 
untold millions of Vietnamese civilians). Like Iraq, 
South Vietnam began to collapse as soon as the U.S. 
pulled out its forces. And just as is now happening 
in Iraq, Vietnamese who had allied themselves with 


the U.S. or who had been depending on the USS. 
for protection were suddenly in great danger as 
the North took control and moved to “cleanse” the 
country of collaborators. The fall of Saigon, like the 
recent fall of Mosul, was, in retrospect, inevitable— 
nobody would argue that the U.S. had anything to 
gain by continuing to fight for the survival of South 
Vietnam. But most would say that the U.S. should 
have done more to protect the innocent people who 
had been our allies there. Will we say the same about 
Iraq in 50 years?

_Forrest Gump tells the story of the founder of a great 


and successful chain of seafood restaurants. Having 
invented a way to extract lobster meat from its shell 
without cracking the shell (the “Eureka” moment 
is priceless), Gump goes on to perfect a recipe 
for oyster ice cream that becomes the rage in Bar 
Harbor, Maine.

For Fresh Flowers, Going Local Is Best 


BY EMILY J. WEITZ 


| Pee sourced peaches are sweeter; locally 
sourced fluke is fresher. It’s not news to anyone 
that the closer to home your food is sourced, the 
brighter it shines. The same is true for almost 
everything, like the flowers on the kitchen table. 
If you don’t have a green thumb, there are plenty 
of local growers who harness their understanding 
of the growing seasons to bring the brightest 
bouquets to the markets throughout the spring, 
summer and fall. 

As we creep towards the end of summer, late 
summer sunflowers are lining up like soldiers in the 
field, and you can find them bursting from local farm 
stands as well. At Pike’s Farm Stand in Sagaponack, 
they sell these strong-stemmed, long living cut 
flowers by the bunch and as single stems. For only 
$1.25, you can bring home a single tall sunflower to 
brighten up the kitchen window. 

Regina Whitney, of Regina’s Farm Stand in East 
Hampton, loves cut flowers like cosmos, zinnias, 
snapdragons and black-eyed Susans. She arranges 
them with locally grown herbs. 

“We use parsley, dill, basil, rosemary and sage in 
our arrangements,” she says. 

The use of herbs alongside flowers adds another 
dimension to the arrangements, evoking the power 
of smell along with the striking quality of the colors 
of the flowers. 

Laura Smith, who along with her husband 
owns Serene Green Farm Stand on Noyac Road in 


Sag Harbor, grows some of her flowers right on 
the land behind the farm stand. The rest of her 
flowers, including peonies, zinnias, hydrangeas and 
sunflowers, are sourced from six different farmers on 
the North Fork. 

“The flowers make people smile,” says Smith. 
“They're a miracle. My husband always says how 
he finds it to be amazing that a small brown seed 
planted in the brown earth transforms itself into 
such magnificent colors.” 

At Serene Green, they also grow their own lavender. 
Next year they plan to grow their own sunflowers, 
gladiolas and cosmos. That way, people will see the 
crops growing right there, and they will make that 
connection from the earth to their table. 

Anastasia Casale of Sag Harbor Florist has found 
that people looking for flower arrangements are 
more and more interested in sourcing locally and 
seasonally. Not only does this fit in with the green 
movement toward more environmental practices, 
but it’s also more cost effective. Casale grows most of 
her own flowers at a farm on the North Fork between 
April and November. She also travels in to the flower 
district in New York City to hand-select flowers from 
all over the world. 

When she can, she sources locally. Orchids, which 
are not native to the area and therefore need to be 
imported as small plants, are an example of a species 
Casale like to buy locally. A farm on the North 
Fork plants the baby orchids and grows them so 
purveyors like Casale can select the ones they want. 

“There are greenhouses all over the country [for 
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For fresh flowers, look no further than your backyard 


orchids],” explains Casale. “But I get mine from a 
local greenhouse because | like to hand select them, 
just like I hand select all my flowers. | would never 
order them online.”

When you buy flowers shipped in from across the 
world, you have no idea how long they’ve been 
sitting on a refrigerated truck, and you have no idea 
of the practices of the farmer who grew them. By 
buying locally, you can put a face to the product. You 
know where your flowers are coming from, and you 
can ask questions and expect them to be answered 
knowledgeably. At this time of year, when the fields 
are bursting with flowers grown and harvested right 
in our own back yards, supporting your local flower 
vendors has never been so easy. ga

You Say “Tomato,” I Say “Tomato Pie” 


BY SILVIA LEHRER 


Viewing the variety of 
heirloom tomatoes in their 
glorious colors gives me a 
thrill. Only at the height of 
the summer months do we get 
tomatoes that approach the 
ideal state of this prized fruit. 
Naturally ripened and locally 
grown—these are the keys 
to characteristic sweetness, 
aroma and high nutrition. 
From simple to sophisticated, 
here are two recipes for tomato dining pleasure. 


HEIRLOOM TOMATO AND AVOCADO SALSA 
Serves 4 to 5 


1 large red onion, thinly sliced 

1 large yellow heirloom tomato, cut into large dice 
1 large reddish green heirloom tomato, cut into 
large dice 

2 just-ripe avocados, pit removed and diced 

1 tablespoon coarsely chopped flat-leaf Italian 
parsley 

1/2 teaspoon crushed dry Greek oregano 

1 tablespoon, or more as needed, fresh lime juice 
kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 
lettuce leaf cups, optional 

pitted kalamata or Nicoise olives, halved 


1. Place sliced onions in a bowl and fill with cold 
water; let rest for about 15 to 20 minutes. This takes 
the edge off the onions’ bite. Drain and thoroughly 
dry. Return to mixing bowl with tomatoes, avocado, 
parsley, oregano and lime juice. Toss gently to mix 
and season with salt and pepper to taste. Can be 
prepared up to an hour or two ahead. 

2. When ready to serve place lettuce cups, if using, 
on 4 to 5 salad plates. Divide tomato mixture evenly 
into the lettuce cups. Garnish with olives and serve. 


HEIRLOOM TOMATO PIE 

This scrumptious pie can be prepared in stages. The 
crust may be refrigerated, frozen or store bought. The 
cheese can be grated and the onion caramelized a day 
ahead. I promise it’s worth the effort! 

Serves 6 

To prepare a basic pate brisée process 2 cups 
flour with 1/2 teaspoon each salt and sugar in a 
food processor. Add 7 tablespoons cold unsalted 
butter with 2/3 cup grated Parmesan and process 
until mixture resembles tiny pebbles. Gradually add 
7 to 8 tablespoons ice-cold water through the feed 
tube and process just to mix. Turn out dough onto 
lightly floured board and knead briefly with heel of 
hand, gather into a ball. Flatten dough to a round, 
cut a crisscross on surface and wrap securely in wax 
paper. Refrigerate for one hour, overnight or freeze 
ahead. 

For the filling: 

1 tablespoon unsalted butter 

1 large red onion, diced 


3/4 cup grated Gruyere cheese 

3/4 cup julienne of fresh basil leaves 

2 to 3 teaspoons fresh thyme leaves 

kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 

1 3/4-2 pounds red and yellow heirloom tomatoes 


Preheat oven to 350°F. 

1. Melt the butter in a skillet and when butter foam 
subsides, put in the onion. Sauté over medium heat 
about 3 minutes then cover skillet and continue to 
sauté over low heat for 3 to 4 minutes longer until 
onions are tender and translucent. Transfer to a 
mixing bowl and let cool. Add the cheese and herbs 
to the onion and season with salt and pepper to 
taste. Mix well and set aside. 

2. Rinse and dry tomatoes, core and slice about 
1/2-inch thick and set aside. 

3. On a lightly floured surface, roll out pastry 
dough to about 1/8 inch thick, then roll up on rolling 
pin. Lower the pastry into a 10-inch Pyrex pie plate 
and crimp edges to secure the dough. Poke holes 
in bottom of dough with a fork and brush edges of 
dough with cold water. Cover pastry with a square 
of foil, shiny side in, and fill with dry beans or metal 
weights. Bake in 250°F oven for 15 to 17 minutes. 

4. Raise oven heat to 400°F. Remove crust from oven 
and remove paper and weights. Spread the onion 
mixture evenly along bottom of dough. Alternate the 
tomato slices, yellow, red etc. over the filling and 
sprinkle with additional thyme leaves. Bake for 18 to 
20 minutes. Allow to rest a few minutes and cut into 
wedges for serving. ga.

Bill Marlow on Preserving the East End

illiam “Bill” Marlow has, for most of his long 

life, lived at least part time on Long Island. He 
spent his childhood in Valley Stream—‘“when that 
was still a farming community,” he marvels—and has 
moved progressively eastward over the years, one 
step ahead of encroaching development. His current 
house in Bridgehampton looks out over a beautiful 
pastoral scene, large open fields with horses. 

“There’s no other place in the world like the 
Hamptons,” says Marlow, who, after a full career 
in law, has in recent years used his long familiarity 
with the area to get into the real estate business. “It 
is truly unique. You have the agricultural land, the 
finest beaches in the world, and it’s only 90 miles 
from the greatest city in the world. There’s no other 
place | know of that can say that.” 

That agricultural aspect of the Hamptons, the 
unique sight of “potato fields right up to the sand 
dunes,” as Marlow puts it, has of course been 
under threat for as long as anyone in the Hamptons 
can remember. And if the agricultural side of the 
Hamptons were to disappear, that would remove 
one of the unique features of the area that Marlow 
cites. Without the farms and resulting open space, 
the Hamptons would start to resemble the rest of the 
South Shore—just further away from the city. 

That’s why it’s so reassuring to Marlow that 
the Peconic Land Trust, through the Community 
Preservation Fund, has been so successful in 
preserving open space and farmland. And, with their 


recent acquisition of 33 acres of 
farmland in Water Mill, the Peconic 
Land Trust has, in partnership with 
Southampton Town, taken their 
model one step further—in a way 
that will help ensure that the land 
remains under cultivation. 

The new approach, which has 
been pioneered in Massachusetts 
and Vermont, is intended to deal 
with an unintended consequence 
of farmland preservation. What 
has tended to happen in affluent 
farming areas like the Hamptons is 
that farmland is acquired by a land 
trust as open space, and then it goes 
on the open market. On the open 
market, even though the land is 
protected from development, it still 
goes for a lot of money—in the Hamptons sometimes 
fetching as much as $200,000 per acre—to wealthy 
homeowners for use as a private park. This then has 
the unfortunate effect of driving up the price of open 
land across the region, making it even more difficult 
for farmers to acquire land—and making it all but 
impossible for farmers to will their farms to their 
heirs because of estate taxes. 

The new model seeks to remedy this situation. By 
placing covenants on the land in Water Mill to the 
effect that the land must be farmed in perpetuity, 
Southampton Town has effectively reduced the value 
of the acreage—after all, it’s hard to imagine, say,

a Hamptons second-home owner 
paying $200,000 an acre and agreeing 
to run a potato farm. The lower price 
makes it feasible for a farmer to 
consider buying the land, and lessens 
the fear that he or she will saddle 
heirs with onerous tax obligations 
when they inherit. 

All of this is music to William 
Marlow’s ears. “The Community 
Preservation Fund has_ taken 
the pressure off, and is helping 
tremendously,” he says. Marlow is 
snot anti-development, but after a 
zlifetime of watching what he calls 
#“disorganized development” change 
® sthe character of so many of Long 

Island’s communities, he’s clearly 
happy that it has slowed down east of 
the Shinnecock Canal. 

Citing the successful mid-1970s struggle against 
the plan to extend Sunrise Highway all the way 
to Amagansett, Marlow points out that “the local

' people here have always taken a wise, intelligent 


view” about potentially destructive development. 
As he sees it, the high real estate values of the area 
depend upon that. “They’ve preserved somethin: 
very precious,” Marlow concludes. @@
